Ball's statement, which came at 
this time as a direct result of the 
President's foreign policy speech 
in New York City Saturday night, 
was a body blow to the Dewey 
campaign. Minnesota is listed in 
the public opinion polls as a doubt- 
ful State, and the Dewey manag- 
ers had hoped that Ball would at 
least refrain from an unequivocal 
indorsement of the President. 


Dewey is scheduled to speak at 
Minneapolis tomorrow night, 


Pulls No Punches, 


No punches were -pu 
young Minnesota Senator—at 38, 
the youngest member of the Sen- 
ate—in his statement supporting 
Roosevelt and criticising the New 
York Governor for a foreign pol- 
icy position that permits both iso- 
lationists and internationalists to 
“find comfort and support” in his 
words. 

“A substantial part of his 
(Dewey's) support,” Ball said, “is 
talking straight isolationist doc- 
trine to the country.” 

Ball, who was one of the au- 
thors of the  Ball-Burton-Hill- 
Hatch resolution in the Senate for 
a strong commitment to full Am- 
erican participation in an interna- 
tional security league, lately ad- 
dressed three questions to candi- 
dates for the Presidency and Con- 
gress. 

Dewey in his foreign policy 
speech last Wednesday night made 
an obvious bid for Ball’s support 
by coming out for the formation 
of a strong international body be- 
fore the end of hostilities, but he 
did not satisfy Ball on the “second 
vital issue”—whether the Ameri- 
can delegate on the proposed se- 
curity council shall be granted the 
right to vote for the use of force 
against an aggressor nation with-

The American officers and men, 
held prisoners by the Japanese 
for two and a half years, escaped 
from a Jap transport which was 
torpedoed by an American sub- 
marine and evaded their captors’ 
guns which were turned on them 


as they swam toward land. They 
were hidden by Filipino guerrillas 
until removed from the islands 


;-severai--weeks ago. 


Two men Voluntarily remained 
behind with the guerrillas and the 
remainder are safe in New Guinea 
hospitals, the dispatch reported. 
All are in good condition, except 
five recovering from bullet and 
grenade wounds, and these are 
not listed as serious. The wounded 
men were not identified. 

Last Heard From in March. 

Pvt. Hughes, 23 years old, was | 
last heard from last March when 
his mother, Mrs. Lessie Allard, 
3902A Potomac street, received a 
card from him from “Prison 
Camp No. 2.” He simply stated 
he was well. 

She said he was stationed at 
Clark Field near Manila at the 
time of Pearl Harbor, and in his 
last letter home, dated Nov. 28, 
1941, he wrote: “The Japs are 
raising hell over here but I don’t 
think they'll bother us, Don't 
worry about me.” 

His mother was notified offi- 
cially in December 1942 that he. 
had been missing since May 7, 
1942, when Bataan fell, and in 
June 1943 she received word he 
was a Japanese prisoner. Between 
then and last March she received 
six cards from him. 

Brother Aboard Carrier. 

Pvt. Hughes’ brother, Bill, 
first class petty officer, is serving 
aboard an aircraft carrier thought 
to be operating in the Philippine 
invasion, Mrs. Allard said.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP).— 
A restudy of dispatches indicates 
that the striking force which Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur put ashore on 
D-day in the Philippines may have 
amounted to between 100,000 and 
150,000 men, 

This compares with first eati- 
mates that upwards of 250,000 men 
went ashore in the first phases of 
the landing in the Leyte area. 

Dispatches from the island since 
then have identified the Seventh, 
Twenty-fourth and Ninety-sixth 
divisions, the First Cavalry Divi- 
sion and the Third Engineer Bri- 
gade as being ashore the first 
day. The normal strength of an 
American division is about 15,000 
The size of a brigade varies, but 
often is in the vicinity of 12,000, 

These organizations therefore 
would account for about 72,000 
men. Service units in battle zones 
usually are about 80 per cent of 
the size of actual combat forces. 
To these groups would be added 
a small number of attached units, 
specialists and other personnel, 
bringing the total strength to ap- 
proximately 100,000. 
“It is possible that other divi- 
sions have been landed besides 
those identified; also that full di- 
visional strength of each was not 
taken ashore at the outset. 

If other divisions were landed, 
it was said here, the total might 
be 150,000.

(William J. Dunn, CBS radio 
correspondent, yesterday broad- 
east the following account of the 
welcome Filipinos are goving 
American forces on Leyte island.) 


MacARTHUR’S HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Philippine Islands, Oct 22. 
--Never in my wildest dreams did 


I expect to witness scenes such 
as those which greeted American 
troops returning to the Philip- 
pines. 

Little children, hardly three 
years old, certainly not old enough 
to have a memory of any days be- 
fore the Japanese occupation, 
shouted and danced in the streets 
of Tacloban. They waved two 
fingers in the famous sign 
and shouted in piping voices: “Vic- 
tor-ee, Vic-tor-ee.” 

The first Americans to enter the 
city were greeted with mingled 
laughs and cheers. What cheers. 
They were almost inarticulate be- 
cause of the emotion behind them. 


Filipino women, dressed in their 
eolorful costumes which are a 
vivid combination of the Orient 
and Occident, waved from every 
window and every doorway. Old 
men threw smiling salutes at ev- 
eryone in uniform. 

Hospitality in Homes. 

Most of the Americans had nev- 
er heard the Filipino greeting 
“mah boo hy” before, but they 
caught on fast. And before long 
Yanks and Filipinos were ex- 
changing loud “mah boo hy’s” at 
every meeting. 

Homes were thrown open and 
the people, shyly for the most part 
but heartily, offered their limited 
hospitality. 

Some of the incidents were al- 
most embarrassing. 

“As I walked along one of the 
lone streets in just about the dir- 
tiest uniform in existence, an old | 
man grabbed my hand, shook it 
enthusiastically, and to my com- 
plete amazement said, Thank 
you,” and walked away. 

I entered one home and met a 
clean cut youngster who had been 
a student at Santo Tomas univer- 
sity -in Manila before the Japs 
came. I told him how. glad I 
was to be back in the islands. 

“No, sir,” he said, “it is we who 
are glad. It is impossible for you 
to understand. And I cannot tell 
you how we fee.” 


Filipinos Hold Parade. 


During the afternoon several 
hundred Filipinos staged a parade 
in the business section of the city. 
It was a brilliant affair marked 
by much flag-waving and jubilant 
shouting. The celebration was 
completely spontaneous in marked 
contrast to a “celebration” which 
the Japs had staged only a few 
days ago. 

It seems that several days be- 
fore we landed the people of 
Tacloban got word that the Amer- 
icans were on their way back. The 
effect ‘on the people was so im- 
mediate that the Japs sensed what 
Was up. 

The Jap commander made a for- 
mal announcement saying an 
American invasion was impossible, 
that a whole convoy of American 
ships had been destroyed off For- 
mosa, that 800 planes, seven Car- 
riers and 13,000 marines had been 
destroyed. . 

Jap Grand Ball Spoiled. 

Then to celebrate the great Jap 
“victory” the commander ordered 
a full dress parade to be followed 


by grand ball to last for three ' 


nights. 

The entire Jap garrison turned 
out for the parade with trappings 
polished and brass gleaming. Only 
a handful of civilians fell in be- 
hind them. The rest of Tacloban 
stayed behind closed doors. 

On the first night of the grand 
ball, the United States navy pro- 
vided music through its softening 
up routine along the neighboring 
beaches. 

Our first landings were made on 
the three islands at -the mouth of 
Leyte gulf and the worst typhoon 
in 10 to 20 years swept the city. 

Between the shelling and the 
wrath of the elements the Japs 
lost all interest in their majestic | 
festivities. By the fourth night 
they were rapidly losing all inter- 
est in Tacloban.

George Suarez of Paris Convicted of Intelli- 
gence With Enemy—100,000 Others 
Accused of Collaboration. 


“PARIS, Oct. 23 (AP).—George 
Suarez, veteran Paris journalist, 
was sentenced to death on his con- 
viction tonight of intelligence with 
the enemy during the German oc- 
cupation. His civil court trial was 
the first of a series in France in 
which the Government intends in 
six months to deal with more than 
100,000 persons accused of conniv- 
ing with the Nazis. 

Only five hours were required 
for the submission of evidence 
against Saurez, who as director of 
the Nazi-sponsored newspaper Au- 
jourdhui was alleged to have re- 
ceived $15,000 a month during 
German rule, 

Denying the formal charge, the 
defense contended that after the 
armistice in 1940 Germany no 
longer was “am enemy” hence 
there could be “no _ intelligence 
with the enemy.” The prosecu- 
tion countered that while the arm- 
istice ended hostilities, it did not 
end a‘ state of enmity between 
France and Germany. 

Suarez called six witnesses who 
testified he had made great ef 
forts to help them in persona! 
affairs with the Germans, saving 
one man’s son from deportation.

A middle-aged Britisher, Harold 
Alvin, interpreter for the Allied 
armies, who had fainted four 
times while awaiting his turn as 
a witness, testified Suarez ob- 
tained his release after four 
years’ imprisonment in Germany.

Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A year ago I would have called myself 
& Republican, accepting politics as a 
part of me. I was for Willkie in 1940, 
and when he lost, even with the draft 
and third term in his favor, it would 
have taken little to convince me that 
he was just a stooge for Roosevelt. But 
Willkie put his heart and soul into the 
war and I warmed up to him again. 

To indicate how hopelessly partisan I 
was.

Candidate and Statesman 


Candidate Franklin Delano Roosevelt was in 
his most confident mood as a political orator in 
his speech to the Foreign Policy Association and 
to the nationwide radio audience Saturday night. 

He used all the varied armaments in his 
forensic arsenal to carry the campaign warfare 
into his opponent’s camp. He scored against 
Gov. Dewey and the Republicans in general with 
heavy artillery; he countered their attacks of the 
last few weeks with shattering shell bursts; he 
moved in for rapier thrusts of wit and irony. 

Candidate Roosevelt cited his record and long 
experience in the vital field of foreign policy as 
reasons for his re-election. He pilloried the Re- 
publican obstructionists and bad guessers in and 
out of Congress for years back, with a naming 
of names that a timid politician might have 
avoided. He drove home a knockout punch 


‘against Gov. Dewey's sleazy trick of tearing quo- 


tations from their context. He ran the oratorical 
gamut, from impressive dignity to chuckling 
witticisms, with a skill that few other speakers 
of our times possess. 

This, however, was much more than a political 
address. The Democratic candidate was deter- 
minedly there, and equally present was States- 
man Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the wartime 
leader of the American people and the influen- 
tial participant in high international councils. 

The candidate might have thought it politically 
safer to dodge the knotty problem of just how 
this country shall co-operate in the use of force 
for preserving the world’s peace under the in- 
ternational organization now in process of con- 
struction... Many a campaign has been won on 
generalities, and the President did detour the 
issue at his press conference last Tuesday. 

Saturday night, however, he boldly grappled 
with the most difficult and controversial prob- 
lem of all those surrounding American participa- 
tion in the world security organization. The prob- 
lem is this: When the new world council, with 
the American delegate agreeing, votes to use 
force against a threatening aggressor, shall our 
quota of planes, ships and troops go into action 
at once, or shall the decision be referred to Con- 
gress? 

Mr. Roosevelt drew a homely parallel with a 
policeman who, seeing a burglar breaking into 
a house, has to go to the town hall and call a 
town meeting to issue a warrant before he can 
arrest the felon. He took his forthright stand: 


It is clear that, if the world organization 
is to have any reality at all, our representa- 
tive must be endowed in advance by the peo- 
ple themselves, by constitutional means 
through their representatives in the Con- 
gress, with authority to act. 


The President thus meets this difficult prob- 
lem head-on, and takes sides in what may well 
be the most momentous debate in the whole 
process of framing the security program. There 
are not a few Americans who view with serious 
concern what they consider a move to abrogate 
the constitutional right of Congress to declare 
war. Mr. Roosevelt recognizes their point of 
view when he makes clear that such a grant of 
power requires the action of the people, “‘by con- 
stitutional means.” This may mean a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

Taking this definite stand, the President is 
functioning as a national leader, asking for pub- 
lic support of his convictions, rather than as a 
candidate making a campaign for votes. He 
might have waited until after the election to 
state his position, meanwhile confining himself 
to generalities about a “strong security organi- 
zation,” in the hope that voters of various con- 
victions would interpret such a phrase in his 
favor. Instead of this subterfuge, he has the 
courage to bring out this highly controversial 
issue immediately for public debate. 

The President in this address was keeping his 
acceptance speech pledge not to campaign “in 
the usual sense.” It was a campaign address, 
but a most unusual and courageous one. The 
President, in his quiet mastery of his subject, 
approached heights of sublimity. The candidate 
spoke in the accents of statesmanship. 
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Common Sense Wins in Mexico 

Like some of our own Congressmen, those of 
Mexico sometimes become peevish over press 
criticisms of their doings. So one of them, Jose 
Maria Suarez Tellez of Guerrero, introduced a 
bill to forbid the “ridiculing” of Congress mem- 
bers by the press. “The dignity of the represent- 
atives of the people must be upheld,’ said he. 

This is a fine, resounding argu t to offer 
before any country’s official representatives, 
Nevertheless, it is a testimonial to the common 
sense of Mexico’s Congress that the argument 
and the bill were rejected. The counter-argu- 
ment that carried the day was this: “It is more 
important to uphold the freedom of the press.” 

This is a fine episode to remember the next 
time Congressmen or state legislators in this 
country want to protect their wounded dignity 
by passing a law. 
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Gov. Dewey has carried the art of quotation 
to new depths. 
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Tale of Two Octobers 

The Stalin-Churchill conversations in the 
Kremlin, which ended Saturday, seem to have 
effected a meeting of the minds of these two 
heads of state; indeed, Izvestia, the paper of the 
Soviet Government, declares it impossible to 
over-estimate their importance. 

Stalin, with his strong sense of history, must 
have reflected on other October conferences in 
the palaces within Red Square, when the very 
existence of the Soviet Union trembled in the 
balance, and many Americans and British deemed 
aid to Russia a long-odds gamble. 

So much so, indeed, that during the Supply 
Conference in Moscow, Sept. 28-Oct. 2, 1941, our 
chairman, W. Averell Harriman, and the British 
one, Lord Beaverbrook, are reported to have put 
to Stalin the direct question whether Russia could 
continue to resist the Hitlerite army if we did 
not deliver the utmost aid. 

At the moment the Wehrmacht had seized the 
Ukraine, Rostov had fallen and the encirclement 
of Moscow had got far along. The Premier, 
it is said, replied that Russia would successfully 
defend herself whether she got foreign aid or 
not; if she didn’t get it, the war would be length- 
ened a needless year or two. Of course, he 
would be very grateful if this could be avoided, 


en 


but Russia would not kneel for help. This may 
be apocryphal, but it reflects the will and judg- 
ment of this monolithic man. 

The Allies responded nobly, and the goods 
sent Russia have been as substantial in their 
utility to the Red Army as their delivery has 
been one of the major miracles of our times. 
During the current conferences, the Marshal 
paid high tribute to the role America’s industrial 


‘production had played in Russia's victory. 


Today is another Soviet anniversary—on Oct. 
23, 1941, Stalin decreed martial law in Moscow, 
and summoned the workers from their factories 
to save the Soviet capital. Magnificently they 
responded, the Germans were hurled back, and 
Moscow has never been in danger again. 

All of which, and a myriad of other memories 
of dangers bravely met, must have been in 
Stalin’s mind when he did Churchill the un- 
precedented honor of going to the Moscow air- 
port to bid him Godspeed on his homeward jour- 
ney.

History repeats in the Philippines—with « 
difference. Douglas MacArthur, cast in the role 
of liberator, f the son of Arthur MacArthur, 
first military Governor of the islands and there- 
by, to the natives, a symbol of thralldcm. Filipi- 
nos joined with Americans to free themselves 
from Spain, only to discover that America had 
imperial ambitions. Filipinos now march again 
with Americans, but under a solemn compact 
that their land shall be an independent nation 
as soon as the Jap is thrown out, 

If our Philippine chapter started with a sin, 
the next pages were an expiation. American ad- 
ministrations insisted that the islands were for 
the use and benefit of the natives; talk of the 
Little Brown Brother became more than a pious 
pretense. If a few Americans made fortunes, the 
Filipinos’ condition improved in even greater 
proportion. America gave the islands good roads, 
built hospitals, wiped out cholera, smallpox and 
bubonic plague. Population increased in 40 years 
from seven to 16 millions and, most eloquent 
statistic, the average adult stature increased five 
inches because of better diet. 

We sent hordes of teachers and trainers of na- 
tive teachers, with special emphasis on literacy, 
vocational agriculture and the industrial arts. 
And, that the natives might get the know-how 
and habit of self-management, we enabled them 
to participate in the island legislature and every 
branch and rank of the civil service. 

Though our policy sometimes faltered, the to- 
tal achievement is a shining example of colonial 
administration. Its effects were seen when the 
Japs attacked, for the Filipinos were the only 
ones of all Asia’s colonial peoples who fough 
the invaders—and they fought gallantly. The 
act of independence, and now the march of lib- 
eration, give our policy the bright seal of glory, 
give it purpose and meaning. 

Of the future, let none assume that it will be 
out of hand, out of mind between America and 
the Philippines. The islanders will still need 
help, perhaps without quick recompense. Surely 
we will heed. There can be no complete re- 
nunciation, for there is no isolation. It is one 
world,

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Golden Primary in Arkansas 

The nation’s costliest senatorial primary of 
1944, a Senate committee finds, did not take 
place in a wealthy and populous state, but in 
Arkansas. The total outlay was $302,704, far 
more than anywhere else in the country. Col. 
T. H. Barton, an Eldorado oil man, spent $127,- 
732; Gov. Adkins reported expenditure of $90,~ 
366, while Representative Fulbright, the success- 
ful candidate, spent $65,190. Senator Caraway’s 
total was $18,675. 

There seems to be something seriously wrong 
when candidates and their friends are free to 
spend a fortune in an effort to win a ‘primary 
race. Yet there is no law against it, for the 
Federal law imposing a $25,000 limit applies 
only to general elections, not to primaries. 

If it is desirable to limit spending in general 
elections—and obviously it is—then why is no 
ceiling set on spending in primaries? It is sure- 
ly just as important to prevent abuses in one 
race as in the other. Arkansas’ golden primary 
underscores the need for immediate amendment 
of the law.

Speculation has been running high in 
diplomatic circles concerning information 
that the Soviet Union would declare war 
on Japan immediately after the defeat of 
Germany. 

The information reportedly came from 
participants of the last Quebec conference, 
and the guessing game has been spurred 
by three facts: 


First, Russian newspapers suddenly have 
shown much more interest in the Pacific 
War and have informed their readers that 
Japan’s situation is very bad and! will be- 
come desperate in the near future, 


Second, correspondents just returned 
from the Soviet Union report that they 
found increasing evidence of growing Rus- 
sian popular support for a Far Eastern 
campaign. These experienced newsmen are 
inclined to believe that the Soviet Union 
will not stay neutral in the last phase of 
the war against Japan. 


Third, and most important, the war in 
China is not going too well, and if the 
Japanese advance on the Asiatic mainland 
continues, we should face a protracted war 
against our Eastern enemy that could be 
shortened only by Russian participation. 


What About Neutrality Pact? 


But there are two strong arguments 
against the expectation that the Soviet 
Union will wage war on Japan. First, no 
other people has suffered as much from the 
war as the Russians, and they certainly 
are longing for peace and for the chance 
to rebuild their destroyed country. Second, 
on April 13, 1941, the Soviet Union signed 
a neutrality pact with Japan, binding both 
nations for five years. 

This neutrality pact should not be taken 
foo seriously, It was to the advantage of 
both countries to respect it strictly as long 
as the fate of the Axis and the United Na- 
tions was in the balance. But the Rus- 
sians did not interpret the pact as forbid- 
ding them to send armaments and muni- 
tions to the Chinese. It is well known all 
over the world, and especially in Moscow, 
that the Tokyo Government would not 
have hesitated to attack the Soviets from 
the rear in the event of a German victory 
in European Russia. 

The issue boils down to the question 
whether it is in Soviet interest to come to 
the aid of the Western Allies in Asia as 
soon as the European war is finished. 


Long Feud With Japan 


What the Soviet Union really needs in 
Asia is exactly the same as in Europe: 
security. As they see it, security for peace- 
ful reconstruction in Europe must be guar- 
anteed by two things: a belt of friendly 
states on the Soviet frontiers and equal 
influence with the Anglo-Saxon powers in 
the rest of Europe. The same is true for 
Asia. 


Historically, Japan has been the strongest 
antagonist of Russia in the Far East. This 
enmity does not depend on the regime rul- 
ing Russia. The Czar lost the war against 
Japan in 1905. But in 1919 and 1920, after 
the Bolshevist revolution, Japan resumed 
this war and invaded Russia’s Far Eastern 
maritime provinces. Since that time, only 
a precarious state of peace has been main- 
tained, with Russia sacrificing many pre- 
rogatives, especially her railway in Man- 
ehuria, in favor of the Japanese.

The Soviet Union was forced to give in 
on many issues, for the new revolutionary 
state felt itself much more seriously threat- 
ened on its European frontiers, -.When the 
KMuropean menace is removed by the crush- 
ing of Germany's power, Moscow certainly 
will pay more attention to the Asiatic side 
of its vast empire. The coming destruc- 
tion of imperialist Japan is an enormous 
piece of good luck for the Soviet Union. 
But one question remains: Who will fill 
the power vacuum left after Japan’s defeat 
by the United States and Great Britain? 


The best solution from the Soviet view- 
point would be to reduce Japan to an 
island state, to democratize this state and 
neutralize it under the supervision of the 
Big Four. 


A Greater China Likely 


In the long run, the road China chooses 
fo take is even more important to the 
Soviet Union. China has more than double 
the population of the Soviet Union. It 
has great natural resources. Potentially, 
that is to say, in one or two generations, 
China may be the greatest power in Asia, 
and China has an immense common fron- 
tier with the Soviet Union. Such a state 
must be friendly or it can become a most 
formidable enemy. A guarantee of friend- 
ship would be the complete and thorough- 
going democratization of China, with a 
strong left-wing party inside the future 
Chinese democracy. 


Two other possibilities must be consid- 
ered: China may become a sphere of in- 
fluence of the Anglo-Saxon powers develop- 
ing the great wealth of that country, or 
China may emerge as an autocracy, strong- 
ly nationalist, anti-Communist and anti- 
Russian. The Soviet Union certainly can- 
not afford to tolerate such a trend in the 
very heart of Asia, any more than the 
United States could in, say, Central 
America, 


Concerned With Far East 


The Soviet Union is completely disinter- 
ested in all the other aspects of the Pacific 
War. Moscow does not care who will be 
predominant in the Southern Pacific. The 
colonial problems in Southern Asia are of 
greater concern to China than Russia. But 
security in Northern Asia is something 
worthy of a high price. If the Western 
Powers are willing to consider Russia's 
necessities in the Far East, the Soviet 
Union must and will be ready to facilitate 
the waging of war against Japan. 


Here, again, it is unlikely that the Soviets 
would restrict their help to the lending of 
bases. Russia is quite able to take the 
initiative and to end the whole Pacific 
war by one mighty blow. But the reason 
certainly would not be a friendly gesture 
toward its allies in Europe; no great na- 
tion wages war for sentimental reasons. 


If Russia joins the war against Japan, 
in short, it will be simply because. she 
wants to establish her power position in 
Northern Asia and to reach a common 
agreement with the United States and 
Britain in Asia as well as in Europe.

W. Norton & Co., 
Holland is a small peace-loving country 

surrounded by large warlike neighbors. 

Favored by a fortunate location at the 

mouth of important rivers, the Dutch built 

a navy and acquired an empire based upon 

trade and seapower. Their wealth, loca- 

tion and small size soon aroused the envy 
of neighbors, who fought many wars of at- 
tempted conquest. 


It is probably not too much to say that 
Holland was the nerve center of Europe 
The anly real European conflict she did 
not enter was World War I. In contrast 
with Switzerland's history, that of Holland 


is the story of one Battle after another. 


The author, who is professor of the his 
tory, language and literature of The Neth- 
erlands at Columbia University, describes 
these international conflicts with clarity 
and accuracy. Much is omitted, but the es- 
sentials are here.

Despite its wars, Holland developed a re- 
markable culture. In a section entitled 
“The Golden Age,’ Mr. Barnouw describes 
the scientific and literary achievements of 
its people. Erasmus, Grotius and Leeuwen- 
hoek were products of a society where free 
inquiry was always prized and never perse- 
cuted. Even in the eighteenth century, 
schools admitted girls as well as boys. 

In art, the wealth of Holland produced a 
class of aristocrats whose patronage made 
possible Hals, Rubens, Rembrandt and Van 
Dyke. The author points out that the names 
of the aristocrats who appear in the paint- 
ings have long since been forgotten, Dut 
the burgher artists have become worid re- 
nowned. 

From the winning of their independence 
in 1648, there was a strong democratic 
trend among the Dutch states. Representa- 
tion in the Assembly was granted both 
aristocrat and burgher. In a day when 
monarchy was the preferred government, 
the House of Orange remained satisfied 
with the office of Stadtholder to which its 
members were chosen. Women enjoyed a 
dignity and respect not shown elsewhere 
in Europe. 

* * 

In Holland’s history there is no witch- 
hunting, no St. Bartholomew's massacre, no 
Inquisition. Her history shows a temperate 
character, a spirit of restraint arising from 
the need of the trader to get along with 
his customers, or perhaps the mellowing ef- 
fect of foreign contacts from travel. Ideas 
as well as goods travel over routes of trade. 


The concluding chapter gives attention 
to the colonies. In line with other enlight- 
ened imperial policies, the Dutch gave a 
large measure of self-government to the 
island possessions. However, the author 
fails to show to what extent the inhabitants 
were economically exploited by Dutchmen 
who controlled the resources of the natives. 
Economic democracy had not accompanied 
political democracy. ;

= Richard Bennett, stage and 


movie character actor, famed for 
a sharp and witty tongue in rep- 
rimanding inattentive audiences, 
died yesterday after a long illness. 
He was 72 years old. 

His daughters Constance and 
Joan Bennett, movie actresses, 
were at his hospital bedside when 
he succumbed after a long series 
of heart attacks. Barbara, a third 
daughter, was reported on her 
way here from New York. 

Bennett’s curtain speeches, de- 
nouncing drama critics, producers 
or whatever else happened to 
have stirred his anger, delighted 
audiences. One was a harangue 
in behalf of an uncensored 
theater, made after a play, “Dam- 
aged Goods,” in which he was ap- 
pearing in 1913, had attracted po- 
lice and court attention. 

He insisted that movie acting, 
with its short “takes,” required no 
special talent for sustained drama 
and that all the best acting was 
done in the cutting room. 

Himself thrice-married, Bennett 
and his daughters figured in 11 
marriages and nine divorces. 

Bennett was born May 21, 1872, 
in Deacon Mills, Ind. As a tailor’s 
apprentice in Logansport, Ind., he 
raised $50—part of it through sale 
of the family mule—and went to 
Chicago to join a vaudeville act. 

He was successively a singing 
waiter in Duluth, Minn., a sailor 
on a Great Lakes steamer, a dish- 
washer in Buffalo, a singer with

Stood beside my desk at home. Knowing that Danny is 
not so expert in his phonetics I decided to create a new game 
that would help him in his reading. “All right,” I replied, 
“We'll play a new game. I'll give you a name and you bring 
me a volume of the encyclopedia which contains that name. 
Bring me ‘monkey’, ” I concluded. He quickly found the volume 
headed “M” and brought it to my desk. “That’s very good,” 
I praised him, “but now bring me ‘elephant’ ”. 

This stumped him for a time. Finally he brought me the 
volume headed “IL”. No, that’s not the right book, so I win a 
point,” I said. “Elephant begins with the same letter as egg 
and every.” This straightened him out, and he brought me the 
“E” volume. 

oR og 

AFTER A FEW MORE victories for Danny, I asked for 
“umbrella”, but he brought the volume “M”. I explained that 
“umbrella” begins with the sound of “uh”, ag in “up”. That 
was enough to steer him correctly, for he has had “up” in his 
spelling. You will observe, therefore, that Danny is not expert 
in the long and short vowels. So I gave him a little lecture 
on phonetics, as we teach it to deaf pupils. If you parents 
will look in the mirror, you will find that “f” and “v” look the 
game, for your upper front teeth come down upon your lower 
lip when you utter these consonant sounds. But the “f” is 
solely a breath sound, while the “v” involves voice or action 
of the vocal chords, Try these out right now and you will 
understand more clearly what I mean,

IN LIKE MANNER “p” and “b” look the same on the 
lips, but “p” is also purely a breath sound, while “b” involves 
a noise in the throat. We teach the deaf how to utter the 
“np” sound by letting the children blow out a candle. Then by 
letting them place their fingers on the throat while “b” is 
uttered, they feel the vibration of the larynx that distinguishes 
“b” from “p”. Again, “k” and “g” are the same when you view 
yourself in the mirror, but which one is purely a breath sound 
and which involves the voice? To teach a child “1”, have him 
place his tongue against the roof of his mouth and just back 
o: his front teeth. With his mouth open, then have him make 
a sound in his throat. It will be “I”. The letter “t” is formed 
the same way, except the voice or larynx is not involved.

MANY YOUNGSTERS lisp or cannot form the distinct 
“s” sound. To teach them how to utter “s”, stick the point of 
a pencil between their teeth. Then let them keep the tip of the 
tongue UNDER the pencil point and hiss. The sound will be 
a distinct “s’. Try it right now and you will notice how a 
definite mouth position compels you to utter a definite pho- 
netic sound, Children often use “w” for “r”, They will thus 
say “wooster” for “rooster”, Have them utter “err”, prolonging 
the “r”’ sound therein. Then combine “err” with “ooster’’. Speed 
up the tempo, and soon they say “rooster”,

AKE with a polka-dot bottom 
C crust will open the eyes of both 

children and adults. Using 
chocolate bits in cake batter is a 
novel way of introducing choco- 
late, and the taste of slightly bitter 
chocolate combined with the sweet 
cake is an agreeable, yet different 
balance in flavors. If chocolate 
scorches, its flavor is ruined, there- 
fore, it is a good plan to line the 
baking pan with one or two thick- 
nesses of waxed paper. It is also 
important to remove the cake from 
the oven the instant it is done. 
Do not wait until the cake has 
pulled entirely loose from the sides 
of the pan, for your cake is done 
at the point when it just begins to 
very slightly pull away. Even two 
minutes of overbaking can pro- 
duce a cake with a crumb that is 
a bit too dry. The nuts in this 
cake produce such an interesting 
crust that it should not be neces- 
sary io consider an icing to make 
the cake more attractive for 
eating. 


Chocolate Chip Cake, 


Two cups sifted cake flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon soda, three-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-half teaspoon cloves, 
one-half cup granulated sugar, 
three-fourth cup brown sugar, one- 
half cup shortening, three-fourth 
cup milk, two eggs, one teaspoon 
vanilla, eight ounces chocolate 
chips, one-half cup chopped nut 
meats. Have all ingredients at 
room temperature. Measure and 
sift together three times the first 
eight ingredients. Measure short- 
ening into large mixing bowl. Add 
dry ingredients and one-half of 
milk and eggs and stir.only until 
flour is dampened. Beat with elec- 
tric mixer or rotary beater one 
minute at medium speed. Add re- 
maining milk and vanilla and stir 
to blend. Beat again at medium 
speed two and one-half minutes. 
Stir in chocolate chips and half of 
nuts. Bake one-half of batter in 
eight-inch square pan greased and 
lined with waxed paper. Sprinkle 
remaining nuts on top and bake 
at 350 degrees F. for 25 minutes. 
Place remaining half of batter into 
eight medium paper-lined muffin 
rings. Bake at 350 degrees F. for 
15 minutes,

Pour hot sauce 
slowly into two well beaten eggs, 
add one cup chopped cooked spin- 
ach. Bake in greased 8-inch square 
baking pan set in a pan of hot 
water at 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 45 minutes or until set. Cut 
in squares to serve.

HE first hearing aid was the 
TL pain of the hand cupped be- 

nind the ear. It is still the 
most universal hearing aid and 
for good reasons. 

The first reason, of course, is 
obviously that it gathers in a 
larger number of sound ‘waves 
and directs them to the ear. This 
causes the conduction part of the 
hearing apparatus to vibrate 
more. The fundamental fact for 
the deafened person to under- 
stand about hearing aids is that 
the fundamental trouble with the 
chronically deafened is that the 
conduction apparatus is stiff and 
does not vibrate in a normal way, 

The hearing organ is solidly 
placed in a heavy bone and it 
responds to vibrations coming to 
it through the air. But it re- 
sponds to any vibrations and 
some vibrations get to it through 
the bone—normally all the time. 
This bone conduction function 
can be improved with practice 
and on that depends much of the 
success of modern hearing aids.

THW CUPPED HAND was the 
first hearing aid, and was the 
principle of most hearing aids, 
such as the ear trumpet, until 
very recently when the enormous 
improvement of the modern elec- 
tric hearing aid replaced nearly 
every other kind, Essentially the 
electric hearing aid transmits 
sound waves into electric energy 
s’y the transmitter, and then re- 
converts the electric energy into 
sound energy by the receiver 
which is placed over the bone so 
that bone cohduction can be 
utilized. 

Air conduction receivers can 
be used also for those who do 
better with air than bone con- 
duction, There is a third part 
of the apparatus which is the 
amplifier, which increases or reg- 
ulates the amount of the type 
electric energy which will pro- 
duce sound at the expense of a 
battery. 

Sut there was a second function 
that the primitive hand-cupping 
hearing device accomplished which 
too many deafened people forget. 
It was a signal. It told the 
world: “I can’t hear you very 
well. Speak louder.” 

1 say many deafened people 
forget that because they are s0 
often ashamed or embarrassed 
by having to wear a hearing aid. 
They try to conceal it among the 
dress folds and all this and that 
when as a matter of fact one of 
the greatest helps they could have 
would be to make it as conspicu- 
ous as the old man’s cupped hand, 
Then people would talk at them 
instead of away from them and 
also pitch the voice so it could be 
heard better.

MOST DEAFENED people can 
hear a high-pitched voice better 
than a low one, One of the things 
that surprise parents about chil- 
dren who are found to be partial- 
ly deaf only when they first enter 
school is that they never suspect- 
ed the child was deaf because it 
would sit and listen endlessly to 
the radio. The high-pitched radio 
is the only sort of sound these 
people can hear. 

This psychology of the deaf is 
one of the hardest handicaps in 
helping them, There is some- 
thing about the situation § that 
makes them resentful and shy. 
A deaf person is always more un- 
happy than a blind person, as 
any ear doctor can tell you, People 
with partial visual .defects are 
proud of all their little gadgets 
lorgnons and gold glasses cases, 
and some Europeans even like to 
make themselves conspicuous with 
monocles. 

Even with all the troubles of 
being deaf there occurs to me 
every now and then one of the 
three improvements my old friend, 
Dr. Adrian Gibbs, would make 
on nature—that we could shut 
our ears sometimes as we do our 
eyes.

William Lowndes, Congressman 
from South Carolina in the early 
1200s, was one of our earliest 
atatesmen to comment on the 
presidency in terms that have be- 
come historical, “The presidency 
of the United States,” he said, “is 
an office neither to be sought nor 
declined.” 

Gen, William Tecumseh Sher- 
man, so often quoted for his forth- 
right opinion of war, uttered an 
equally unequivocal, though very 
different meaning statement of his 
attitude on incumbency of the 
White House.
